Kuling, July. 20 (6.38 a.m.). 

Marshal Chiang Kai-shek declared to-day that the 
four points of his reply to Japan’s demands, which stress 
Nankine’s authority in North China affairs, are the 
minimum conditions possible as a basis of negotiations 
with Tokyo. : 

“We are anxious for peace, but not for peacé at any 
cost,” insisted Marshal Chiang, denying yesterday’s 
semi-official assertion that China would risk anything 
but revolution to avoid war with Japan. “To seek peace 
once war has been bogun would only mean the subjugation 
of the nation and the complete annihilation of the race.” 

He contended that, obviously,’ the Lukouchiao 
incident was not a sudden or accidental development. 
“We must realise that the other side has a very definite 
purpose towards us and peace cannot easily be secured.

Fortress Able To 
Deal With Them

London, July 19. 

The British Government does 
not seem particularly concerned 
with the alleged presence of guns 
adjacent to Gibraltar on the 
Spanish const which, it is report- 
ed, are of very heavy calibre and 
command Gibraltar’s harbour.

Trade, announced in the 
House of Commons recently 
that arrangements had been 
concluded, subject to the 
settlement of certain de- 
tails, for the formation of 


a new company to build and’ 


operate plant for the manu- 
facture and rolling of steel 
at Jarrow. 


The conclusion of the scheme 
had been made possible by the 
agreement of the Government 
to provide loan money under the 
Special Areas Amendment Act, 
1987, and by the participation of 
the Bankers’ Industrial Deve- 
lopment Company, the Nuffield 
Trustees, and the Consett Iron 
Company. 


The Commissioner for the 


‘Special Areas had agreed lo take 


steps to secure a site and pro- 
vide the financial assistance. 


It was proposed that the capital 
of the company should be £1,000,- 
000, and the chairman would be 
Mr. C. Bruce Gardner (chalrman 
of Sir W. G. Armstrong Whit- 
‘orth and Co., engineers). 


Several hundred people would 
eventually be employed at the works.

Ifow long, one. may be for- 
given for wondering, will 
Japan’s statesmen and propa- 


Jjeandists persist in impartng to 


the Sino-Japanese crisis a com- 
plexion which is wholly 
unwarranted by the facts? All 
through the piece, China is 
represented as the aggresor, 
with Japan playing the role of 
injured defender. Naive tactics 
of this character deceive no-one; 
the surprise is that Japan should 
continue this foolish practice 
of secking to hoodwink world 
observers who have a clear con- 
ception of the actual situation. 
Perhaps the most © striking 
example of these tactics is to be 
found in the Japanese claim that 
the despatching of Central 
Government troops to North 
amounts to provocation. 
Apart from the sheer presump- 
tion, implied in Japan’s objec- 
tion, that. Chinn must seck 
Japanese permission before 
posting her national forces 
wherever she chooses in her 
own territory, nothing is said of 
the provocative nature of 
Japanese action in pouring 
troops and war material into 
China, action which is artlessly 
described as “defensive.” One 
Japanese newspaper, we ob- 
serve, speaks of- the Chinese 
Government as “fostering anti- 
Japanese _ feeling, without 
understanding the noble and 
fair spirit emanating: the 
Japanese Government in its 
proposals to place Sino-Japanese 
relations on a basis of equality 
and reciprocity.” The Japanese 
method of demonstrating its 
“noble and fair spirit” is ap- 
parently to flourish the big stick 
and to threaten the Chinese with 
severe punishment if they do 
not yield to demands which 
would involve complete sur- 
render of ‘national sovercignty 
independence. It is clear,

If she has children she may 
have to support them on a much 
diminished income.’ She may 
have to take a job to keep her 
children with her. And what 
sort of a job is she going to get 
after being years ‘out of the 
market, hopelessly outstripped 
by the young and newly trained 
competitors? 

Women ought to work to- 
gether for the security of mar- 
riage. They have everything to 
lose by the slackening of the 
marriage tic. They have not yet 
found a more satisfactory way 
of living their lives fully. 

Maybe in the far future some 
better arrangement may be 
evolved, but until then women 
simply cannot afford to lose the 
support of a strict convention. 


Too Resigned 


[ is admittedly right and 

humane that in some mar- 
riages there should be release, 
but against this modern tendency 
to regard marriage as breakable 
women should put up-a stiff re-

‘In their fear wives are too re- 
signed, too inclined to see the 
personal grievance. They should 
forget themselves as individuals 
and stand firm for the dignity of 
their position.

A FOOT-FAULT 
PENALTY — 


By G. T. Burro ws (The Skip) 


sands‘ lately by up-to-date club 
committecs. 


The penalty which I fear is com- 
ing is a deduction of scores for any 
persistent fbot faulting, probably 
one shot for every offence! 


If this was in vogue to-day, some 
of the finest players at singles we 
possess would find their score-cards 
showing minus more often than 
plus. 


Most of us break the foot-on-mat 
rule by going right off the mat from 
its front. It was pointed out to me 
recently that I went off the mat 
sideways (and with both feet) at 
the point of delivery. 


THE PLAYER'S STANCE 


I denied the charge, but upon 
giving “on exhibition” of delivery 
with 20 critical eyes watching for 
the alleged error, it was proved that 
I retired sideways off the mata 
split second after getting the wood 
away from the centre of the front 
of the rubber. 


The reason, for this foot move- 
ment lay in a desire to walk a few 
strides down the “hand” used to 
watch the flight of the bowl. - 


If, however, players would stand 
firm footed on the mat after de~ 
Ivering, there would be fewer pro- 
tests raiscd about thelr having both, 
feet off the rubber. 


While’ I ‘shall always advocate 
that newcomers should learn the 
upright’ style of. dellvery, mainly 
because It lends itself to style, and 
makes bowls look like a real athletic 


-exercise,- Jf has Its dangers if the 


player is a little too {ree-footed. ° 


The mat with the ralsed edges 
will, however, signal to the mind of 
the player that he is nigh unto 
breaking the Inw, as soon as his toes 
touch the ridge. 


After all, a bowls player's stance 
Js his own offair, If he secures 
more accuracy from a_ complete 
crouch or semi-crouch, he should 
stick to it, ‘ . 


The only fault about the crouch 
delivery Js that it Is so ugly and 


{calls for ever much more body and 


bowl balance than the free footed 
upright stanoc. * . 


The late Irvine Watson, one of 
England’s greatest players, and a 
clever billinrd exponent, once - told 
me that from his crouching: position 
on the mat, he could obtain n,.much 
clearer vision of the lay-out of the 
rink and the head,‘and the actual 
position of all obstructing woods, 
than I did from my upright survey.

I say that this emancipation of 
women js the direct cause of the 
decadence of the times. Women are 
leading us to indulge in| unmanly 


. pleasures, they arc turning us into 


pacifists and defeatists, they 
corrupting our outlook on life. 
Women have little sense of justice 
and have very limited, reasoning 
enpabllitles, Their hends are 
governed by | their hearts. As 
Schopenhauer = sald:—'The most 
eminent of the whole sex” (ho was 
referring to women) “have never 
accomplished anything in’ the - fine 
carts that Js really great, genulne, and 
original, or given to the world any 
kind of work of permanent value.” 
My generation must, therefore, put 
awvomen back in thelr place—I mean, 
bf course, the home. If It falls to do 
this there is a grave danger that the 
constitutlon will be so corrupted 
that Britain’ will shore the fate of 
Sparta. . 
It must not be thought that I om 
a misogynist. I om ox capable of 
feeling a tenderness towards women 
as any man; but I have secn enough 
of them in my father’s office to re- 
gard them os o menace to order and 
a handicap to business. - - s - -

fs about women In relation to 
cther people's children; but 
from an entirely useless educa- 
tion at a private school, a public 
school and ao finishing school 
(how to read and write was the 
first and last thing I learned in 
any of them which has since 
come in handy), I have brought 
away the certainty that I have 
yet to meet a woman In charge 
of children who is spiritually ft 
for the job. _ There must be 
some, I suppose: but I just do 
not happen to have run across 
them. .

I neither Johnson, Dickens, nor 
Thackeray was a Londoner born, 
The “great lexicographer", came 
from the somnotent exthedrill clty of 
Lichfleld, tramping down to London 
with twopence-halfpenny in his 
pocket, uccompunicd by hls friend 
and pupll, David. Garrick; Dickens 
was a native of Portsmouth; ‘while 
Thackeray first saw the ight under 
the burning skies of India. 


But cach in heart was to become a 
faithful and devoted son of the great 
clty, and two of them to endow it 
with scenes which are as real os 
living history. 


It was at St. James's Palace at the 
age of two years that Samuel John- 
son had been “touched for the King's 
evil” by Queen Anne, nnd at Bucking= 
ham Palace, then Buckingham House, 
that he talked te King George with 
“profound respect,” 23 well he might 
have done, seeing that the guineas of 
the royal pension were rattling in 
the pocket of the erstwhile Jacobite 
who Is said to have been “out In the 
forty-five.” 


But Johnson had a hard struggle 
before he atlained to the position of 
royal pensioner and was independent 
of Grub Street. If you go to 
Clerkenwell and stand facing St. 
John’s Gate, you may sce the room 
in the gate where he wrote those 
articles - for the Gentleman's 
Magazine In which he never let the 
Whig dogs have the best of the argu- 
ment, and where he sat eating his 
dinner behind a screen because he 
wus too shabbily dressed to appear 
in company. 3

in Holborg, half a mile away, is 
the sleepy little square known as 
Staple Inn, where in a week he 
wrote “Rasselas," and passing fur- 
ther west you may still see the back 
room, at Elght Russel! Street, 
Covent Garden, then occupied by 
Thomas Davies the actor, where 
Johnson had fhat. first meeting with 
Boswell. 


It is dificult in going round 
Dickens's London to disentangle the 
facts in his own life from the | in- 
cidents in the lives of his characters. 
The first London home of Dickens, 
in Bayham Street, Camden Town, 
has been pulled down, so, too, has 
Furnival's Inn, where he had his‘first 
married home, ‘and where he wrote 
part of “The Pickwick Papers"; but 
hard across the street, In Holborn, }s 
that Staple Inn where Johnson lived, 
und where Dickéns placed the home 
of Mr. Grewglous in “Edwin Drood.” 


Back across Holborn you' may take 
n cursory glance at Southampton 
Row,’ which has absorbed — the 
dwelling of Sairey Gamp, and a 
narrow - turning... brings .. you _ to 
Lincoln's Inn Fields. Make a note 
of Number 58, © house famous as 
that of Mr. Tullcinghorn in “Bleak 
House," though the old Roman ne 
longer looks down from the painted 
celling; and it has_a more intimate 
ussociation with Dickens from the 
foct that that “arbitrary gent,” his 
friend John Forster, lived there. It 
was here that Dickens read the 
manuscript of “The Chimes” to a 
group of his Intlmate friends, among 
them Thomas Carlyle. 


The White Hart: in’ Southwark, in 
the yord of which Mr. Pickwick 
made his first acquaintance with Sam 
Weller, has vanished, but the Gcorge 
near by, to which Dickens did fre- 
quently resort, glves you: o good 
example of the galleried inn that 
used to abound In old London.

Thockerny was as familinr a 
figure in the West End as Johnson 
was‘in Fleet Strect, His lovable 
character {!3 sill cherished at wu 
Athaencum Club, where his name 
appears on the roll of members os o 
barrister, nnd no one will have any 
diMiculty in finding “Gaunt Square” 
(Berkeley Square) and Gaunt House 
in the nelghbouring Mayfalr. 


Not one of his..characters has Ient 
mort Interest té Mayfalr than Becky 
Sharp, and her house in Curzon 
Street cannot be mistaken by any- 
one who has faithfully absorbed the 
pages of “Vanity Fair.” 


“Vanity Fair," “Esmond,” and 
“Pendennis were all written in that 
ilttle double-bow-windowed house in 
Young Street, Kensington, which 1s 
one of the most interesting of Thack- 
eroy’s homes in London. It was 
here that he gave ‘the party to 
Charlotte Bronte from which he was 
driven by its insufferable dullness to 


‘l-seek the solace of his club. 


He was in the doldrums that night; 
but in Young Strect he was not nl- 
ways ko, It {gs recorded that he once 
took .James Ficlds of Boston down 
there,:and os they arrived in: sight 
of Its hospitable door Thackeray ex- 
claimed: “Down on your knees, 
you rogue, for here ‘Vanity Fair 
was penned.”

casualtics at public road level cross- 
ings, including killed and injured, 
amounted roughly to one per 150 


j) crossings. : 


In both train and movement ac- 
eldents the casualtics among passen- 
gers, servants, and’ other persons 
totalled 335 killed and 8,638 injured. 
The number of fatalities Is the same 
as in the previous year, when’ the 


‘injured totalled 7,669, and compares 


with the annual averajte of 308 for 
perlod 1930-34, The average 
number of injuries for this period 
was 7,132, 


The comparatively smoll increase 
in casuultics is attributed to the 
greater Incidence of movement ac- 
cidents.

Seven persons were killed and 
1,697 injured in attempting to enter

“CLEANING TIPS 
FOR SILVER 


Oo keep it in perfect condition 
silver should be cleancd at least 
once a week. The various cleaning 
utensils required include a medium 
thick chamois lenther, @ good polish- 
ing cloth and a brush with soft, fine 
bristles. These should be kept in a 
special ‘box separate from any other 
household cloths so that they do not 
come into contact with any grit or 
dust, All the articles to be cleaned 
should be spread out on a fiat table 
which has previously been covered 
with newspaper.

When a cleaning ‘powder Is used, 
it should be mixed to a creamy con- 
sistency with a little cold water. It 
should then be applied to silver with 
a soft plece of material and rubbed 
In lightly with Jong sweeping strokes, 
Never rub roughly or in a elreular 
motion, and be particularly careful 
of hall-emarks and delicate raised 
surfaces. Tall pieces of silver such

Unfortunately, I came 
up ogainst insuperable difficulties 
created by the law of lability In case 
a duly enrolled ‘scholar should, mect 
with an accident whilo carrying out 
patro] duties, or Jf an accldent occur 
to another whilo carrying out his 
directlons or under his yguldance. 

A few Individual schools took up 


the matter., orgunised their own pas 

trols, and they ore still dolng good . 
work. But it is not isolated action 

that Is wanted. A general scheme 

Is required, which can be worked 

with no personal Habillty to either 

teachers or parents.

Women Biamed ; 


Some people say thot the wides- 
rend unemployment and economic 
diMeulties of xecentyeara have been 
slowly breaking the spirit of the 
nation. Others declare that the con- 
stant menace of war has removed ail 
purpose from life. Others, again 
refuse to recognise the {fatal sym-~ 
toms, and some pcopic even say that 
the race has never been more virile 
than it Js to-day. 

It is, however, my firm belicf that 
this widespread destructivencss is 
belng caused by the growing {ne 
fluence of women outside the 
domestic circle. This Is no wild’ 
conjecture, as some people might 
think. It is a theory based upon the 
fate of bygone dynastles. % 

Aristotio points ont, for example, 
that the fall of Sparta was lorgely 
due to the influence of women, who 
had assumed /posittons of respoit- 
sibliity and importance In that State. 
Tho Spartan women undermined the 
morale of thelr menfolk, thereby 

e 


rendering them vulnerable to their 
enemics, 

It is also said that the Influence of 
women in France greatly increased 
during the reign of Louis XI1L, and 
that the subsequent Revolution was 
caused through their corruption of 
the Government and Court. Thene |. 
examples should suffice , to illustrate 
my point, but sceptics might do well 
to study the corruptive influence of 


Roman women nnd their sisters In 
other empires. 


Making Pacifists 


In recent years women in this 
country have emerged from thelr 
homes in increasing numbers, and 
have established themsctves in the 
social, industrial and. political life of 
the country. This transition has 
been welcomed in many quarters us 
belng in keeping with civilisation and 
progress. But actually it threatens 
the whole existence of the British 
Empire. 

1 say that this emancipation of 
women fs the direct cause of the 
deendence of the Umcs, Women aro 
leading us to indulge in unmanly 
pleasures, they are turning us into 
pocifists and defcatists, they ure 
corrupting our outlook on life. 

“Women have little sense of* justice 
and have very Ilmlited reasoning 
copabllitles. Their heads are 
governed by — their- hearts. ' As 
Schopenhauer said:—"The most 
eminent of the whole sex” (he waa 
referring to women) “have ‘never 
accomplished anything in the fine 
orts that Js really great, genuine, and 
original, or given to the world any 
kind of work of permanent value.” 

My aencration must, therefore, put 
women back in their place—I mean, 
bf course, the home. If it fails to do 
this there Is a grnve danger that tho 
constitution will be so corrupted 
that Britain will shore the fate of 
Sparta. . 

It must not be thought that I am 
a misogynist. I am as copable of 
feeling o tenderness towards women 
as any man; but I have seen enough 
of them in my father’s office. to re-| 
gard them as a menace (o order ond 
-a handicap to business. : 

It seems to me that all this talk we 


ght suddenly go black.” 


1s about women tn relation to 
other people's children; but 
from an entirely useless ‘educa- 

- tlon atin private school,-a public 
school and a finishing school 
(how to read and write was the 
first and last thing Vlearned in 
any of them which has since 
come in handy), I have brought 
away the certainty that I have 
yet to meet a woman in charge 
of children who fs spiritually nt 
for the job.

Thackeray was a Londoner born. 
The: “great lexicographer’ came 
from the somnolent cathedral city of 
Lichfleld, tramping down to London 
twopence-halfpenny — In his 
pocket,. accompanied by his friend 
and pupil, David Garrick; Dickens. 
was a native of Portsmouth; while 
Thackeray first saw the light under 
the burning skies of Indin, 


But each in heart was to become n 
fuithtul and devoted son of the great 
city, and two of them to endow It 
with scenes which are os real as 
living history. 


It was at St. James's Palace nt the 
age of two ycars that Samuel John- 
son had been “touched for the King's 
evil by Queen Anne, and at Bucking- 
ham Palace, then Buckingham House, 
that he talied to Wing George ath, 
“profound respect,” as well he might 
have done, seeing that the guineas of 
the royal pension were battling in 
the pocket of the erstwhile Jacobite 
who is sald to have been “out In the 
forty-five.” 


But Johnson had a hard’ strugiie 
before he attained to the position of u 
royal pensioner and was independent 
of Grub Street. If you fo lo 
Clerkenwell and stand facings 
John's Gate, you may see the room 
In the gate where he wrote those 
article for the Geatleman's 
Magazine in which he never let the 
Whip, dogs have the best of the argu- 
ment, and where he sat eating: his 
dinner behind a screen because he 
wus too shabbily dressed ta appear 
In company.

Furnival's Inn, where be had his first 
married home, and where he wrote 
part of “The Pickwick Papers"; bub 
hard across the street, in Holborn, Is 
that Staple Inn where Johnson lived, 
und where Dickdéns placed the home 
of Mr, Grewglous in “Edwin Drood." 


Back across Holborn you muy {uke 
a cursory glance at Southampton 
/ Row, which has absorbed the 
dwelling. of Satrey © Gamp, and ou 
narrow turning brings ‘you to 
Lincoln's Inn Fields. Make a note 
of Number 58, a house famous as 
that of Mr, Tulkinghorn In “Bleak 
House,” though the old Roman no 
longer looks down from the painted 
ceiling; and it has_a more intimate 
ussocintion with . Dickens from the 
fact that that “arbitrary rent,” his 
friend John Forster, lived there. It 
wis here that Dickens read the 
manuscript of “The Chimes” to a 
group of his Intimate friends, nmong 
them Thomas Carlyle. 


The White Hart in Southwark, in 
the yard of which Mr. Pickwick 
made hls first acquaintance with Sam 
Weller, has vanished, but the George 
near by, to which Dickens did fre- 
quently resort, glves you a good 
example of the galleried inn: that 
used to abound in old London.

Thackeray was ns familine oa 
figure in the West End_ as Johnson 
was in Flect Street. His lovable 
character ts still cherished” at 
Athaencum Club, where his name 
appears on the rol! of mombers ns a 
barrister, and no one will have any 
difficulty in finding “Gaunt Square” 
(Berkeley Square) and Gaunt House 
in the nclghbouring Mayfalr. 


Not one of his characters has lent 
more Interest to Mayfair than Becky 
Shirp, and her house in Curzon 
Street’ cannot be mistaken by any- 
one who has faithfully absorbed the 
pages of “Vanity Fair.” 


“Vanity Fair,” “Esmond,” and 
“Pendennis” were all written in thot 
Mttle double-bow-windowed house in 
Young Street, Kensington, which fs 
one of the most Interesting of Thack~- 
eray's homes in London. It was 
here that he.gave the: party to 
Charlotte Bronte from which he was 
driven by Its insufferable dullness to 
seek the solace of his club. 


“He wan in the doldrums that night;. 
but in Young Street he was not al- 
ways so. It is recorded that he once 
‘took James Ficlds of Boston down 
there, and as they arrived in sight 
of Its hospitable door Thackeray cx- 
Claimed: “Down on your knees, 
you rogue, for here ‘Vanity Fair’ 
was penned.” .

Genera, Francisco Franco, the 
Insurgent commander-in-chief, 
strongly — rejects the new.pro- 
posals for maintenance of non- 
intervention and is unlikely even 
to agree to discuss. the with- 
drawal of foreign volunteers. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Anthony Eden, the 
Foreign Secretary, announced in the 
House of Commons to-day that the 
British«-Ambassador at Hendaye had 
been instructed to demand the re- 
lease of the steamer Molton and her 
crew. The Ambassador has been In- 
structed to slate that Hs Majesty's 
Government will — hold -General 
Franco's government responsible for 
any injury or damage sustained. 


Mr. Eden stated that the steamer 
Molton was chartered by the Basque 
Government for the purpose of 
evacuating refugees , from Santander 
to French ports, and the vessel was 
returning to Santander In ballast 
when she was captured by Insurgent 
craft.—Reuter Bulictin Service.”
